Strong-Arm Political 
Henchmen Enrolled In

TOKYO. (l—Japanese political 
terrorists who have more than once 
altered—by assassination and _ in- 
timidation—the course of internal 
politics in this nation, are today 
facing extinction as a class. 

The terrorists are the strong-arm 
henchmen of political parties and 
reactionary patriotic societies, But 
now their blackmail sources have 
been dried up by legitimate demand 
for funds to underwrite the pres- 
ent China war. Their role as vote 
getters, by forceful methods, has 
become a thing of the past under 
Japan’s present war-time contro] 
which has emasculated the political 
parties. Many of them have been 
called to the colors. 


The suppression of liberals and 
communists, a time-honored func- 
tion of the “soshi” (literally, 
“magnificent warrior,” an _ ironic 
Japanese appellation), has been 
taken over by police, who have ta- 
cit permission to handle leftists or 
those suspected of harboring “dan- 
gerous thoughts,” in whatever man- 
ner they please.

Rocket Travel 
Doubtful 


Savant Points Out Utter 
Futility Of Hopes For 
Inter-Planetary Trips 


MONTREAL, (UW) — A rocket the 
size of a giant mountain even larg- 
er than Mount Robson would be 
needed to fly to the moon, Dr. J. W. 
Campbell, of Edmonton, told the 
Royal Society of Canada here. 


Dr. Campbell made the statement 
in attempting to show the utter 
futility of such ideas as trips to 
other worlds, such as Mars, and the 
moon. Dr. Campbell, who addressea 
the chemical, mathematical and 
physical science section of the soci- 
ety, said he was moved to prepare 
his paper by an alleged recently 
made statement by an astronomer 
that “the possibility of traveling fo 
the earth’s statellite in a rocket does 
not seem so remote now as the 
realization of the television dream 
did less than a century ago, con- 
sidering the scientific principles in- 
volved.” 

Rocket flying could be done by 
two methods — either by the one 
whereby part of the rocket is re- 
peatedly fired from the remaining 
body, or by the main body being 
propelled by firing off portions of 
itself, Dr. Campbell said.

BURDENS DUCE 


Expenditures All Ready 
Equal Of Four Annual 
Italian Budgets

ROME, (lP)—Fascists ruefully ad- 

mit that Italy’s new empire in East 
Africa had assumed the shape of 
an expensive “white elephant” which 
already had cost the government 
more than $2,250,000,000. 

Some day the government hopes 
to get some of this money back, but 
so far it’s been a one-way propo- 
sition. Before Ethiopia can be made 
to pay its own way the government 
must spend even more and wait 
much longer. 

The exploitation of Hailie Selag- 
sie’s former empire is proving, Fas- 
sists admit, even a bigger job than 
its conquest. In the first place it has 
not proved to be the paradise which 
Italians were led to believe! as a 
consequence many would-be settl- 
ers have become discouraged. In the 
second place what natural resources 
it does possess can not be profit- 
ably exploited until roads are built, 
houses for settlers erected, equip- 
ment supplied and financial back- 
ing made available—all expensive 
undertakings. 

Before the Chamber of Fasces and 
Corporations, Duke Thaon di Revel, 
minister of finances, recently ad- 
mitted that in five years Ethiopia 
already had cost Italy $2,250,000,- 
000, including the expenses of the 
military campaign. This represents 
the equivalent of four annual bud- 
gets for the entire Italian govern- 
ment.

Labor Relations 
Changes Urged 


State Chamber Of Commerce 
Stresses Need For 
Modifying Wagner Act 


SAN FRANCISCO — Preston 
Hotchkiss, Los Angeles chairman of 
the California State Chamber of 
Commerce Labor Relations Com- 
mittee ,today called upon Congress 
for favorable action on the several 
bills now pending. modifying and 
amending the Wagner Labor Rela- 
tions Act. 

Outlining the need for action now, 
in a letter addressed to all commit- 
teemen and members of the State 
Chamber, Hotchkiss said, ‘“immedi- 
ate action is necessary. Hearings 
before the Senate Education and La- 
bor Committee are being prolonged 
to a point where it may be too late 
for Congress to adopt amendments 
this session, in spite of the defi- 
nite sentiment of the general pub- 
lic, employers, and many employee 
groups.” 

Fundamental changes urged by 
Hotchkiss include, (1) permitting 
the employer to petition the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board certi- 
fication of the representative for 
collective bargaining, (2) outlawing 
of coercion and intimidation on the 
part of employees and employee 
groups, as ,well as employers, (3) 
electing of employee representatives 
by absolute secret ballot by em- 
ployees involved, (4) separating of 
the prosecution and _ investigation 
functions of the Board from its po- 
wer to render decisions, and (5) 
requiring that substantial evidence 
be necessary before an employer 
can be adjudged to have violated the 
act.

However, his 
personal letters reveal him as a 


warm friend, deeply affectionate |

He 
wrote to them as a father, while 
his epistles to the church mem- 


bers, also show the friendliest 
possible interest and understanad- 
ing, and were intended to heip 
with the scttlen:cnt of the many 
proo'cms that arose in the new 
churches. 

During the writing of one let- 
ters referred to in tod@y's lesson, 


Paul was living in his own house 
in Fiore, but was closely guarded 
by a Roman soicier Hie lived 
thus for three years, and then 
was released. The letter to Phile- 
mon was written during his im- 
prisonment The first one to Tim- 
othy was written at Macedonia, 
when he was at liberty, and the 
one to ‘fitus also during his fur- 
ther missionary work while free. 
The second one to Timothy was 
written when he was again in 
custody in Rome and expecting 
his martyrdom. 


Philemon’s Letter Short 


The first letter written to Phile- 
mon was very short. Three of 
these four letters, by the bye, are 
called the “Pastoral Letters,” be- 
cause they had to do largely with 
the duties of the pastor or over- 
seer of the churches. Philemon 
lived in Ephesus and was quite a 
rich man, quite a contrast to the 
usual Christian of this period who 
was poor. Philemon had made a 
number of gifts to the church. 
He had a servant named Onesi- 
mus, who had stolen some of his 
money or goods and then run 
away. He landed at Rome, think- 
tng, no doubt, that he could lose 
himself in the crowds of that city. 
However, he met Paul in some 
way, and listening to his talk, 
Onesimus was converted to 
Christianity and became a staunch 
friend to Paul, serving him faith- 
fully. 

Paul might have kept Onesimus 
with him, and the temptation to 
do so must have been great, but 
he thought Onesimus should re- 


quickly with distant friends as 
we do today. Letters had to go 
by messenger who most often 
traveled on foot, or at best rode 
on horse, camel or donkey. 

The first letter to Timothy was 
written from Macedonia, after he 
was released, as he hoped soon 
to be when he wrote to Pnile- 
mon. He had left Timothy at 
Ephesus, and given him insiruc- 
tions as to carrying on the work 
there, and dealing with the people 
of that piace. 

Next Paul went to the island of 
Crete, taking Titus with him, and 
leaving him there, while he went 
on. Paul writes Titus about the 
affairs of the church in Crete of 
which Titus was the first bishop, 
telling him how to deal with 
church problems and how to di- 
rect and guide the people under 
his charge. 

Back to Prison 


Tren back to prison in Rome 
went poor Paul, and there he 
stayed until his martyrdcm. Dur- 
ing this stay he wrote to Timothy 
again, calling him his dearly be- 
loved son in Jesus Christ, and 
mentioning the Christian house- 
hold in which Timothy had been 
brought up. ‘When I recall to 
remembrance the unfeigned faith 
that is in thee, which dwelt first 
with thy grandmother Lois, and 
thy mother Eunice,” he writes. 

His love and ionging to be free 
to visit his friends he expresses 
in his words, "Greatly desiring to 
see thee, being mindful of thy 
tears, that I may be filled with 
joy.” 

This is a pathetic letter from a 
man who was no longer young; 
many of whose friends had for- 
saken him when he was in trouble, 
and who faced almost certain 
death. He gives Timothy a few 
last instructions, tells him to 
come to him if possible. Like his 
Master when arrested, “all men 
forsook me,” Paul writes. “I 
pray God that it may not be laid 
to their charge.” But “the Lord 
stood with me and strengthened 
me.” 

He closes his letter: ‘The Lord 
Jesus Christ be with thy spirit. 
Grace be with you. Amen.” Tim- 
othy, by the bye, was ordained
